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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendment of July 1, 2010. 

2. The examiner acknowledges the amendments to claims 2, 5, and 6 and notes 
that claims 1 and 4 have been canceled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. 
Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone 

interview with Mr. Jim Dawson on July 19, 2010. 

Should the changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an 
amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
a. Claim 5 

i. In the forth paragraph of the claim the limitations including: 

- "wherein the foot stand can be unfolded" 
will be amended to recite: 

- — wherein the foldable foot stand can be unfolded — 

ii. In the sixth paragraph of the claim the limitations including: 

- "wherein the latching is achieved by means of inter- 
engaging projection and recess on the foot stand and first 
cylindrical member "wherein the foot stand can be 
unfolded" 
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will be amended to recite: 

- — wherein the latching is achieved by means of an inter- 
engaging projection and a recess on the foldable foot 
stand and the first cylindrical member — 

b. Claim 6 

i. Currently the claim is indefinite because the limitation "in the 
form of a pump" is vague and indefinite. The limitation does not set 
forth a positive limitation defining the post. Therefore the limitations 
including: 

- "the post being in the form of a pump according to claim 

5" 

will be amended to recite: 

- — the post being in tho form of □ the pump according to 
claim 5 — 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2, 3, 5, and 6 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
prior art does not teach or suggest the limitations for a manually operated pump 
including two cylindrical members comprising a first cylindrical member and a 
second cylindrical member slidable in relation to each other such that one 
cylindrical member can slide within the other cylindrical member, wherein one 
end of the first cylindrical member is provided with a fitting to receive a saddle, 
said second cylindrical member is provided with a foot stand assembly which

comprises a foldable foot stand and a retractable air hose, wherein the foot stand 
can be unfolded for use and can be folded away when no longer required, and 
wherein the retractable air hose is retractable back into a storage position within 
the pump, in a combination wherein: 

a. Two cylindrical members are latched together in a releasable 
manner and the latching is achieved by means of inter-engaging 
projection and recess on the foot stand and the first cylindrical member. 
6. The inventive aspect of the instant invention derives from the feature of a 
foot stand assembly that includes an air hose that retracts in a stored position 
into first and second cylindrical members that define a pump, and a foldable foot 
stand that cooperates with the first cylindrical member to latch the two cylindrical 
members together, where the foot stand assembly is directly attached to the end 
of the second cylindrical member and the end of the first cylindrical member that 
does no cooperate with the foldable foot stand has a fitting to receive a saddle. 
Specifically the prior art does not teach a foot stand assembly that includes a 
retractable air hose and a foldable foot stand that latches together two cylinders 
that define a pump and house a retractable hose in its stored position. 

a. The prior art of Alioto US 5,016,894 teaches a manually operated 
pump including two cylinders (18, 26) where one cylinder 18 that includes 
a fitting that receives a saddle, slides relative to another cylinder 26 that is 
attached to an air hose. Alioto does not teach an air hose that is stored 
within the pump defined by the two cylinders or a foldable foot stand 
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assembly that provides an air hose or a foldable foot stand that 
cooperates with one of the cylinders to latch the two cylinders together. 

b. The prior art of Alioto US 5,137,430 teaches a manually operated 
pump including two cylinders (18, 52) where one cylinder 18 includes a 
fitting that receives a saddle and slides relative another cylinder 52 that is 
attached to a retractable air hose 50 and a foot stand 70. The foot stand 
70 includes a recess 74 to receive one end of the air hose but the air hose 
is not completely stored within the two cylinders defining a pump. Alioto 
'430 teaches two embodiments of foot stands (40, 70) but neither is 
foldable or includes one of a recess or inter-engaging member that serves 
to latch the two cylinders together by cooperating with the other of a 
recess or inter-engaging member provided on the cylinder that includes a 
fitting to receive a saddle. 

c. The prior art of Stepner US 5,347,91 3 teaches a manually operated 
pump that includes a foot stand assembly 18 that includes a hose 34 and 
a foldable foot stand 32. The foldable foot stand of Stepner does latch 
together two cylinders (16, 20) that slide relative to each other to comprise 
the pumping mechanism for the manual pump. 

d. The prior art of Ostrowiecki teaches a manually operated pump with 
two cylinders (72, 70; "primary cylinders") including a first cylinder 72 that 
slides relative to a second cylinder 70 that is attached to a foot stand 
assembly 75 that attaches to an air hose 6 (via 7c). Ostrowiecki refers to 
element 75 as "outlet;" as can be seen from figure 19A element 75 is and 
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assembly of several components including elements 75t and 75e which 
form a foldable foot stand (75f, 75e) and is therefore considered to be a 
foot stand assembly. The embodiment of figure 19A includes a latching 
assembly (760/, 760e) that latches a third cylinder 76s to the first cylinder 
72. 

The foot stand assembly 75 of Ostrowiecki does not provide a 
retractable air hose that is stored within the pump defined by first and 
second cylinders; rather the air hose 6 connects externally with a male 
connector 7a to female connector 7c that is in the foot stand assembly 75. 
The foldable foot stand (75f, 75e) of the foot stand assembly 75 does not 
include one of a recess or inter-engaging member that serves to latch the 
primary cylinders together by cooperating with the other of a recess or 
inter-engaging member provided on one of the primary cylinders. 

The latching mechanism of Ostrowiecki that connects the first 
cylinder 72 to the third cylinder 76s is not incorporated with components of 
the foot stand assembly 75 or directly connected to it. Further the first 
cylinder 72 of Ostrowiecki does not include a fitting that receives a saddle. 
Ostrowiecki teaches a handle 71 that is attached to the first cylinder 72, 
turned 90° from a preferred operation position, and received by a cylinder 
23 which is attached to a saddle 24. Even if the assembly of the handle 
71 and cylinder 23 were broadly considered to be a fitting, Ostrowiecki 
does not teach the limitations for a foot stand assembly as claimed.
